AN ORDINANCE amending Chapter 29, Section 18 
of the Municipal Code of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, 1946 as amended by Special 
Ordinance S-409-70 as further amended by 
Special Ordinance No. S-66-73 and concerning 
taxicabs. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. That Chapter 29 of the Municipal Code of the 


City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 1946, as amended by Special Ordinance 
No. S-409-70 as further amended by Special Ordinance No. S-66-73 
be and the same is hereby further amended as follows: 


(a) Section 18, Paragraph 2, concerning the charges to 


be made for the carrying of passengers by taxicabs of the City 
of Fort Wayne, of Chapter 29 of the Municipal Code of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 1946, as amended, is further 
amended as follows: 


"Section 18. Fares and Taximeters" by deleting 
Paragraph 2, sub=paragraph 1 through 5 thereof 
and by inserting therein the following: 

The following fares shall be charged for carry¬ 
ing of passengers by taxicabs: 

1) From one to and including four passengers, 
for the first one-sixth mile or fraction 
thereof, the fare shall be sixty cents (6Op); 

2) For each additional one-sixth (1/6) mile or 
fraction thereof, the fare shall be an 
additional ten cents (lOp); 

3) An additional charge of forty cents (40 p) 
shall be made for transporting over four 
passengers; 

4) For each one minute of waiting time or 
fraction thereof, the fare shall be an 
additional ten cents (lOp) or Six Dollars 
($6.00) per hour. 


SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect 
from and after its passage and approval by the Mayor.
